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Mr. [RR Good morning. This is a deposition of Ryan Kelley, conducted by 
the House Select Committee to Investigate the January 6th Attack on the United States 
Capitol pursuant to House Resolution 503. 

Mr. Kelley, please state your full name and spell your last name for the record. 

The Witness. Ryan Darrell Kelley, K-e-l-l-e-y. 

Mr. Thank you very much. And would you please raise your right hand 
to be sworn by the court reporter? 

The Reporter. Do you solemnly declare and affirm under the penalty of perjury 
that the testimony you are about to give will be truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth? 

The Witness. | do. 

Ve Thank you very much. 

So this will be a staff-led deposition. Members of the select committee of course 
may choose to also ask questions. 

My name is investigative counsel. On the video call with me today 
is Es investigative counsel. There are currently no members present, 
but | will announce any staff or members who join. 

We will follow the House deposition rules that we've provided to you previously. 

Under the House deposition rules, you are permitted to have an attorney present, 
but | will note for the record that you do not have an attorney present. 

And under the House deposition rules, neither committee members nor 
committee staff may discuss the substance of testimony you provide today unless the 
committee approves release. You will have an opportunity to review the transcript. 


And, also, no other recordings of this proceeding are permitted. Can you 
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confirm for the record, Mr. Kelley, that you are not recording this deposition? 

The Witness. |am not recording. 

Mr. Thank you very much. 

The Witness. | do have a question, though. May | ask, you just mentioned the 
transcripts, being able to get a copy of that. What does that look like? Can| get a copy 
of what's being recorded now, or is it all what's going to be done in writing? 

Vi We can definitely talk about that more in detail later. There'sa 
whole process that involves you coming into the office to review after the transcript is 
finalized. So |'m happy to go over that in more detail after we're done. 

The Witness. Wecan talk about that later. Very good. Thank you for 
clarifying that. 

Mr. Absolutely. Thank you. 

So, before we begin, I'd also like to go over a couple of ground rules for the 
deposition. 

There is an official reporter transcribing the record of this deposition. The 
reporter is also joining us by Webex. So please wait until each question is completed 
before you begin your response, and we will try to wait until your response is complete 
before we ask our next question. And it's just so much better for the reporters, 
especially over the internet, that we make sure not to talk over each other, just for their 
sake. And | know I've been guilty of that in the past, so | will make sure to be better 
today. 

The reporters also cannot record nonverbal responses, such as shaking your head, 
so it is important that you answer each question with an audible, verbal response. 

For the benefit of the reporter and the record, there may be times where | spell a 


name or a word that I'm using or that | ask that you do the same. 
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The Witness. Understood.

And we ask that you provide complete answers based on your best recollection. 
If the question is not clear, which may happen, please just ask for clarification. And if 
you do not know the answer, please simply say so. 

And, logistically, if you need any breaks for whatever reason, just let us know; 
we're happy to accommodate. We'll turn our microphones off, our cameras off, and 
take a quick recess. 

The Witness. Understood. 

vr And throughout the deposition, we're going to be directing your 
attention to exhibits which will be displayed on the screen, assuming | can use technology 
appropriately. And when we refer you to a document, you can take time to familiarize 
yourself with it before we discuss it. 

So | am going to pull up exhibit 1 -- I'm going to try to pull up exhibit 1.

So, under the deposition rules that accompanied the subpoena, you may only 
refuse to answer a question to preserve a privilege recognized by the select committee. 
If you refuse to answer a question based ona privilege, staff may either proceed with the 
deposition or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. If the chairman 
overrules such an objection, you are required to answer the question. 

And | also want to remind you, as we do with all witnesses, that it is unlawful to 
deliberately provide false information to Congress. Since this deposition is under oath, 
providing false information could result in criminal penalties, to include for perjury and/or 
providing false statements.

And then we planned a coordinated set of rallies in separate States. We called it 
the Nationwide Freedom March. October 24th of 2020 was when that would've 
happened. And it was just finding like-minded individuals that were willing to show up 
and make our voices heard for freedom.

A Accurate.

A Inspire fellow individuals in Michigan or across America to stand up for our 
rights, stand up for what's right. 

Q_ And what specifically are those rights or what is right? 

A The Bill of Rights, our Constitution.

Is there a significance to that 
specific framework? 

A Founding Fathers of America, | guess. You know, it's just a -- there was 
nothing substantially specific or significant with that, but, you know, just a play off of that. 

Q_ Sodid you tie the American Patriot Council to, sort of, 1776 or any sort of 
Revolutionary ideas? 

A No. 

Q Yeah. All right. 

And other than holding rallies, did the American Patriot Council have any other 
events or do anything else? 

A | mean, not really, no. | mean, the rallies were pretty much the biggest 
thing that we did. | mean, Facebook posts, which -- | was kicked off of Facebook. They 
didn't like people with the type of posts that | put up there in opposition to what the 
narrative was at the time, so -- yeah, not really. 

Q Understood. 

And how many members would you say there were of the American Patriot 
Council? Was it just you and Mr. Howland, or did you have other people working with 
you? 

A We had followers, but, you know, nobody really as members, | guess. We 
didn't really have memberships. So just some other people that followed us and 
showed up at the rallies. 


Q It wasn't a thing where you had people who had to formally join or anything 
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like that? 

A No, huh-uh. 

Q And you mentioned a purpose of standing up for people's rights. Was 
there also a purpose of something like no more lawsuits? And what did that mean? 

A | -- that doesn't ring a bell. Howdoyou mean? Can you clarify that? 

Q Yeah. Solthink the way you were using it is that, instead of filing lawsuits 
to try to end the COVID lockdowns, that American Patriot Council was trying a new 


avenue. And what was that avenue? 


A I'm not sure | -- | don't know. 

Q You don't remember? 

A | don't think that was a thing. Yeah, | don't know. 

Q Okay. 

A Was there a post or something where we said that? | mean, that doesn't 


ring a bell to me, so | don't really know. 

Q Yeah. 1|was just looking at the website when | found this. So that's fine if 
you can't remember. 

And | think it also mentioned empowering American patriot groups. So what is 
an American patriot group to you? 

A Somebody that loves their country. 


Q__Isthere anything more specific than that?

Q Would somebody who supported the COVID lockdowns be a patriot? 

A Somebody that -- | guess there's more to the equation than that. Yeah, | 
don't know, there's -- that's a very light question, | guess. 


Q Well, just in general, you said, you know, you want to empower American 
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patriot groups. If everyone who loves their country is a patriot, I'm just trying to think, 
is there a limiting principle to that? Because then you're supporting -- most people love 
their country, so | guess I'm just trying to figure out -- 

A There you go. 

Q- -- what American patriot groups are. Did you have anything -- is there any 
other definition to it? 

A | mean, not necessarily in that context. | mean, people that are standing up 
for their rights, love their country. 

Q Okay. 

A Lawfully, of course. 

Q  Anddid the American Patriot Council associate with any local militias in 
Michigan? 

A _ There was individuals that showed up at our rallies, but we weren't affiliated 
or associated specifically with any of them. 

Q And who were those individuals? 

A I'm not really sure on their names of, you know, all the individuals that 
showed up. 

Q  Doyou recognize the name Michigan Liberty Militia? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know who they are? 

A | know Phil. Some of the other guys in his group, | don't really know those 
people. | --

A -- would probably recognize their faces.

Q Understood. And thank you for clarifying. 

Have you, yourself, ever trained with a militia or associated with any militias? 

A No, | have not. 

Q_ And it's been reported that Mr. Howland has membership in some militias. 
Are you aware of that? 

A Not that I'm aware of. 

Q Okay. 

So American Patriot Council has never worked with any Oath Keepers or Proud 
Boys or Three Percenters, then? 

A We have not. 

Q Okay. 

In the American Patriot Council's core values, which | can pull up as an exhibit if 
you need to refresh yourself, it talks about nonviolence as one of its core values. 

Do you believe that militias jibe with the nonviolent core value of American 
Patriot Council? 

A The individuals that I've associated with, yes, but | can't speak for every 
person. 

Q_ Right. But, in general, the idea of a militia training with weapons, you 
know, a private militia that's not part of the State government, do you think that jibes 


with the idea of nonviolence? 
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A In short, yes. That's a God-given, constitutionally protected right.

| just wanted to clarify, do you consider the American Patriot Council a militia? 


A | do not.

Q Have you ever posted an event that might be called a "Well-Regulated 
Militia"? 

A Yes, we had an event there, but that was not -- we weren't considered a 
militia. 

Q Okay. Because my understanding is that the purpose of that event was, 
quote, "to encourage armed patriots to unite as a well-regulated militia." So was the 
American Patriot Council uniting as a well-regulated militia? 

A _ That was not ever -- we were never a militia. 

Q So why did you say that the purpose of the event was to encourage armed 
patriots to unite as a well-regulated militia? 

A Referring to the Second Amendment of the United States Constitution. 

Q Okay. What is your understanding of what a militia is? 

A A group of individuals that supports the Second Amendment and makes sure 
that they are well-trained in understanding their rights and their ability to exercise the 
Second Amendment. 

Q Okay. Soit seems like you've described the American Patriot Council as a 


group that recognizes and promotes the Second Amendment right. Is that correct? 
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A Can you clarify that, please? A group that -- 

Q I'm just trying to understand -- you've described a militia with a couple of 
different things. One is people who promote the Second Amendment. The other thing 
was training and -- 

A _ Right. 

Q - -- making sure you can exercise that right. 

So help me understand why the American Patriot Council doesn't fall into those 
categories. 

A So -- why we don't fall into that category? 

Q You said that they aren't a militia, so I'm just trying to understand. 

A Yeah. It was pretty much me and Jason as the people, and | never joined 
any militia. We weren't ever a militia. The APC, American Patriot Council, was literally 
a couple of people that planned some rallies and invited some people up to, whether it 
was the capitol or Grand Rapids, the Nationwide Freedom March that we did. 

Q  Gotit. So your position is that the American Patriot Council was just you 
and Jason Howland? Is that correct? 

A And the followers that we had, yeah. We didn't have -- as | mentioned a 
minute ago, there wasn't membership and a bunch of people that were part of it with us. 

Q So who were those followers? 

A | don't know, lots of -- lots of people. | don't have names. | don't have a 
list. 

Q You don't know who was coming to your events? 

A Open to the general public. Lots of people showed up. 

Q Well, you mentioned that you were organizing events in other States. Who 


was organizing those? 
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A Don't have a list on those names either. We were deleted from Facebook. 

Q You don't remember who was organizing events under your own 
organization's name? 

A There was a guy from Texas named Brian; a lady from Maryland named 
Evelyn, | think. |don'tknow. | don't have any communication with the individuals that 
were part of that organization -- or that event that we did. 

Q So why did you let them use the name of your organization to organize their 
events? 

A We just gave the template, as | mentioned, of: Here's the flier, what we're 
doing that day. It wasn't even "APC" on the flier. And, you know, we said, Hey, pick 
your location, get your permit, and invite people to show up. 

So it was kind of their deal. It was just a coordinated effort to have an America 
freedom-loving rally same day, same time, in multiple locations. 

Q So those weren't advertised as American Patriot Council events? 

A | don't believe so, no. 

Q So why did you say that the American Patriot Council had events in other 
States? 

A Well, that's an event that we did under that banner, | guess, if you will, 
right? | mean, that's Jason and | planning things, and we were planning that, so -- 

Q I'msorry. I'm nottrying to be dense. I'm just trying to understand what 
the American Patriot Council is. 

You said that you organized events in other States, but you said you don't know 
who those people are. And now you're saying that they weren't organized under the 
APC banner. 


So what is the American Patriot Council? 
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A Right. It's a loose name, if you will, right? We weren't a political action 
committee. There wasn't anything official as far as an LLC or any type of thing like that. 
You know, we hosted events, and that's it. 

The individuals that you're talking about that happened, you know, in other States 
with the Nationwide Freedom March, which is the name that we used, we found them on 
Facebook. We gave them the template, picked the day, here's a flier you can use, and 
invite people to show up that day, right? Grab your little megaphone, bring your 
American flags. 

Q_ Gotit. 

What was the crime watch list that the American Patriot Council put together? 

A What's that? I'm sorry. 

Q  Wesaw on your website that there was a crime watch list published by the 
American Patriot Council. Or, criminal watch list. Sorry. 

A Yeah. | believe that's a list of individuals that we saw were violating 
constitutional law. 

Q  Gotit. Okay. Solsee Gretchen Whitmer, Dana Nessel, Jocelyn Benson, 
all Michigan officials, on this list, in addition to some other politicians. 

What crimes do you think the Michigan officials were committing? 

A There's a case tab on that page you can look at. 

Q You don't remember what you were accusing them of? 

| remember some of it, but it's probably best to refer to that page. 

Q Okay. | didn't see anything additional on the page, just their names. You 
don't know what you were protesting Gretchen Whitmer about? 

A Is there the tab on that page that you see where it says "Cases"? 


Q | will check later, but I'm just asking you now, what were you protesting 
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Gretchen Whitmer about? 


A The lockdowns, as we mentioned. Stay-at-home orders.

What crimes do you think she was committing?

So, under Federal law, 18 U.S.C. 241. 

Q Okay. I'm not familiar with that offhand. What is that? 

A | don't remember exactly offhand the verbatim way it's worded, but basically 
it's conspiracy for two or more people to take away the rights of other individuals that are 
protected by the Constitution. Executive Order 2020-50, | think -- don't hold me to that 
number; | don't remember specifically -- where she takes away the right to peaceably 
assemble. And, you know, there's a variety of other things. | don't remember them all 
off the top of my head. 

Q  Gotit. And|do see that on your website. 

A Okay. 

Q_ Thanks for pointing us to that. 

Just so | understand, what were you hoping to accomplish by creating this list? 

A I'm sorry, what's that? 

Q What were you hoping to accomplish by creating this list and posting it 
online? 

A Well, first of all, we made it public because we didn't want to hide anything. 
We didn't want people to think that we were doing things behind the scenes, because we 
weren't. We operated legally and lawfully in all of those aspects. And those are the 
things that we saw and we put together. 

And | did go to the DOJ and to the FBI with what you see there on that page, which 
is another reason why we made it public. You can actually see on that page there's the 


communication that | had with our U.S. attorneys here in the State of Michigan. And we 
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wanted to make it all public, because we weren't doing anything behind the scenes. 

Q  Gotit. Did you think that these politicians were traitors? 

A I'm sorry, what's that? I'msorry. Your volume or whatever, it kind of is 
cutting in and out, and it's hard to hear. 


Q  Oh,I'msorry. Can you hear me now? 


A Ican. It keeps coming in and out, though. Sol'm sorry to keep asking you 
that. 

Q_ That's okay. One second. 

Can you hear me now? 

A That's worse, actually. Sorry. 

Q Is this better? 

A _ That's a little bit better. That's definitely a different tune -- or a different 
tone. 


Q Okay. Let's try this for a little bit. 

Did you think that these politicians were traitors? 

A Not necessarily, no. That was not the intention there. 

Q  Gotit. Did you think other Governors were traitors? 

A | guess, can you define in what word -- or in what way you're meaning 
"traitor"? Like, what's the specific that you're asking me? 

Q Sure. Did you think that certain Governors, like Governor Whitmer or 
maybe Jay Inslee from Washington, were committing treason? 

A You know, I'm not a jury to decide anything like that, and so that's not 
my -- not my position to say. 

Q Got it.

Mr. Kelley, these are Parler posts -- and please stay atthe top. These are Parler 
posts from June 26, 2020, between you and Jason Howland. 

The first one says: "lagree. Traitors should be tried as such. The penalty is 
5 years minimum and $10k fines, all the way up to death. People like Inslee in 
Washington should see the gallows." 

Later on, you agree with Jason Howland, saying: "It is our responsibility as 
Patriots to make sure the constitution stays number one." 

And then on June 28th Jason Howland writes: "Real question: would gallows 
being built in town squares around the country and a serious willingness to use them put 
an end to some of this treason we are seeing?" 

Yourespond: "That's agreat question! How they used to do it!" 

We can take the exhibit down.

So |'m able to feel the way that | do, and that's the answer | 
got for you, my friend. 

Q Did you encourage voters recently to tamper with election machines if they 
think that fraud is going on? 

A Absolutely not. 

Q  Doyou want to explain your comments then? 

A The-- 

Q_ For the sake of the record -- I'm sorry to interrupt you. 

For the sake of the record, you said in February this year: If you see something 
happening you don't like happening with machines, if you see something going on, unplug 
it from the wall. Take control of the narrative. 

What do you mean by that? 


A That was in Livingston County. And the trouble with some of those type of 
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things is they only take the small comments of what | said. 

That was directed at election inspectors. That was directed to individuals that 
were working the election, not voters. You mentioned, did | tell voters to do that? 
Absolutely not. 

Election inspectors, those hired by the State to work the election. Under 
election law in Michigan, 168.799 | believe is the MCL, election inspectors would 
absolutely have the authority to do that if they witnessed fraud happening. 

Q  Gotit. And!|do see that you directed that towards poll workers. 

A Election inspectors, yes. 

Q  Sol'm trying to understand where the buck stops onthis. Do you think 
election inspectors or poll workers should take matters into their own hands? 

A Under 168.799, | believe it is, the law directs them to take the matter into 
their own hands. 

Q  Gotit. Do you think they should have done that in 2020? 

A You know, if there was individuals that witnessed crimes happening, they 
had the obligation to stand up and say something. | don't know all the details of how 
everything worked out, so making an informed statement on a specific situation from 
2020, not something | can do.

A First Amendment. 

Q And what about the First Amendment is preventing you from answering that 
question?

Q  Andwecould go in circles about this, Mr. Kelley. You're in a deposition. 
You were served asubpoena. Youare underoath. You are required to answer 
questions unless you assert a valid privilege. 

The Fifth Amendment -- and this will be -- the Fifth Amendment is there to protect 
you against self-incrimination. And! understand you are refusing to answer the 
question, and you are not saying it's because you believe answering would incriminate 
yourself. Is that correct? 

A Can you clarify that one more time, please? 

Q Sure. You are refusing to answer the question. You did say Fifth 
Amendment, but when we followed up by asking whether you're asserting the Fifth 
Amendment because answering would tend to incriminate yourself, you said, no, that is 
not your belief. But yet you are still refusing to answer the question. Is that correct? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. 

Did you think there was anything criminal that happened on January 6th? 

A Anything that | personally did, or other individuals? 


Q Other individuals. 


A Yes. 
Q What were those criminal activities? 
A | would say probably fighting with our law enforcement officers. 
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How about breaking into the Capitol? 
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A That is not something people should've did either. 
Q Okay. Property destruction? 
Correct. 

Q In general, would you say it is unlawful to try to stop the certification of the 
electoral count? 

A That was never my intention, number one, you know, to try to be there to 
forcefully stop anything. You know, we were there hoping that Congress would make 
the decision to take a look at the outcome of the 2020 election and the details leading up 
to that. However, there's -- can you repeat the question? 

Q Sure. Is it your understanding that it would be unlawful to stop the 
certification of the electoral count? 

A Depending on who did it. You know, | think if Congress did it, it would be 
lawful. | think there'd be lawful measures to make that happen. 

Q- Right. But let's talk about -- you just said the word "forcefully." So, in the 
context of January 6th, people storming the Chambers to stop the certification of the 
vote, would that be unlawful? 

A __ That is not a decision for me to make. | don't know what law would be 
infringed upon there, right? 

Q Do you think that people doing that infringes upon the peaceful transfer of 
power? 

A That would be a subjective question, depending on the person that you're 
asking. 

Qs I'masking you. 

A | believe that it would've been good for Congress to elect to take a look at 


the 2020 election a little closer to determine the validity. 
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Q Okay. But I'm asking you specifically: If people storm the Capitol and 
stop the certification of the vote -- as happened on January 6th, and Congress had to 
evacuate. You said you didn't want to -- you couldn't answer if it was lawful, but would 
that stop or impede the peaceful transfer of power? 

A It didn't. 

Q It didn't slow it down? 

A | don't know what the timeframe was for everything to happen that day. | 
don't -- | never saw the schedule that was being used. 


Q Okay.

Q Mr. Kelley, did you encourage people to come into the Capitol once you 
were on the Capitol Grounds? 

A _ There was police officers that were allowing people to go inside. They 
opened the doors for them. And | do believe | mentioned to a few people that, yes, the 
law enforcement is opening the doors for people to go inside. 

| never went inside, but | know that there was many people that were peacefully 
walked in by law enforcement officers. 

Q Gotit. 

And did you -- were you aware that people were using bike racks as weapons? 

A No.

Q Mr. Kelley, in the video that we just saw, there was a man in blue jeans, a 
black jacket, black sunglasses, and a backwards hat who was gesturing at the crowd to 
come closer or to come in. Was that you? 

A Again, | won't be identifying or denying anything in any video of myself. 

Q = On what basis? 

A Fifth Amendment. 

Q Okay. So, just so we're clear, you're asserting the Fifth Amendment 
privilege because the answer to my question would tend to incriminate you? 

A There's no criminal activity that | participated in that day. 

Q Mr. Kelley, you know, the basis for invoking the Fifth Amendment privilege in 
the context of congressional investigations is in response to questions that would -- for 
which the answer would tend to incriminate you. 

You are entitled to refuse to answer a question on the basis of a privilege. | have 


explained how the Fifth Amendment privilege applies in this situation. So I'll ask you 
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again: Are you refusing to answer my question because the answer would tend to 
incriminate you? 

A No. There's no criminal activity | took part in that day. 

Q Okay. So, then, proceed with answering the question. Was the man in 
that video you with the sunglasses and backwards hat? 

A I'll choose not to identify myself in any videos today. 

Q Mr. Kelley, we can go around and around, and I'm sure -- you know, the 
committee has procedures for dealing with situations where witnesses refuse to answer 
questions. | don't think any of us would like to go down those procedures. 

But I'm asking you if you're refusing to answer a question based off of a privilege 
that is recognized by the committee or -- 

A Which privileges are recognized by the committee? 

Q Mr ifoutlined First Amendment, Fourth Amendment, Fifth Amendment, 
attorney-client privilege, among others. _ If you'd like to make an objection based off of 
another recognized privilege, you are free todo so. But, as far as I'm aware, those are 
the big-ticket ones. 

A So what would be the First Amendment one? 

Q If an answer to a question would infringe on the exercise of your First 
Amendment rights. 

A | guess, um -- how would we like to proceed? 

Q Okay. 

I'll note for the record that the witness has refused to answer the question and 
has also failed to provide a basis -- a recognized basis for refusing to answer the question, 
and we can move on. 


A Fifth Amendment. However, there's no unlawful criminal activity | took 
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part in on January 6th. 

Mr. aaa. Mr. Kelley, perhaps this is a situation in which it would've been 
beneficial for you to have counsel for this deposition. 

| have explained how the Fifth Amendment privilege applies in a deposition. It is 
for situations in which the answer would tend to incriminate you. |'m not sure why 
you're restating your opinion of what the Fifth Amendment is. 

But | will again note for the record that the witness has refused to answer the 
question, and he's refused to raise a recognized privilege as a reason for refusing to 
answer the question.

Q_ So, Mr. Kelley, in the videos we've showed you, there's a lot of activity going 
on. We just saw bike racks getting passed up. Wesaw people climbing on stages. 

Do you think that activity was peaceful? 

A It was very busy, we'll say that. | can't really say to what everyone in the 
video was doing, whether they were peaceful or not. 

Q__Inyour view, was it peaceful? Without saying if each person was peaceful, 
if the -- 

A It didn't look like there was any violence in the video, didn't look like anyone 
was getting hurt. There was no sound, so -- it looks like it probably would've been loud, 
but it doesn't look like there was anything that was not peaceful happening. 

Q Inthe video | showed you earlier, where there was sound, you heard 
someone say, "This is war, baby." You heard another person say, "Revo-fucking-lution." 


You heard "1776" chants. What do those signify to you? 
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A Those are not things that | said. | don't recall necessarily hearing them. 

You know, on top of that, you know, | don't know if that video was edited. | 
don't know if that video was actual. I'm not sure on the validity of the content. 

Q__I|can represent to you that there were plenty of those chants. There was 
also chants of "Hang Mike Pence." 

So, in the context of the crowd -- and I'm representing to you that those things 
were said -- would that have seemed peaceful to you? 

A You know, that's not something that | took part of, you Know? | know you 
mentioned gallows earlier, and specifically there with Pence, that was not something | 
was part of, nor did| see that happen. You said thatit did. | will take that at the value 
that you bring to that. And| would always advocate for nonviolent actions. 

Q Is it your position that January 6th was relatively peaceful? 

A I'm going to say 99-percent-of-it-plus was, yeah, absolutely. 

Q_ Ninety-nine percent, but -- 

A _ There was some people that busted out windows in the Capitol, and that's 
absolutely not right todo. You know, there was some people that fought with police 
officers, and that's not the right thing to do. 

Majority of people that were there, myself included, did not fight with any law 
enforcement officers, didn't do any damage to the property, grounds, windows, you 
know? Andso most of the people that were there, myself included, operated 
themselves under the First Amendment peacefully. 

Q What about tearing down sheets off of an inaugural stage? 

A That's not violence towards anyone, | would say. 

Q It's not property destruction? 


A Not necessarily, no. 
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What would you call it? 


> 


You said moving -- what did you call it? 

Q People who ripped off sheets off of the inaugural stage. 

A Ripping sheets off astage. Was there any permanent damage that was 
done to it? 

Q If you tear up a sheet, you have to sew it back together, just like if you break 
a window, you have to fix the glass. So is that property destruction? 

A | would say that it's probably not the right choice for somebody to make. 

Q Allright. 

And was it your position, then, that the people who were just on the Capitol 
Grounds in these large crowds who didn't go into the Capitol, were they acting 
peacefully? Were they part of the 99 percent? 

A Again, really big number of people, and | can't verify everybody's actions 
that they had there that day, but I'm going to say that a majority of the people that were 
there, over 99 percent, were there peacefully exercising their First Amendment. 

Q___ Did you see any barriers when you got onto the Capitol Grounds? 

A Any barriers? 

Q Yes. 

A There were -- there was a door, right? There was a little -- one of those 
bike rack things that you talked about. |sawacouple of those. But there wasn't any 
true barriers, no. 

Q What would you call bike racks lined up in a row, if not a barrier? 

A | don't know. | don't have another name for that. 

Q_ Soitis a barrier? 


A Not necessarily, no. | mean, it's a -- maybe which way you want people to 
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walk to or where you want -- directing where you want individuals to go. 

Q_ Anddid you see bike racks that had been knocked over or that were just on 
the ground? 

A Yes, | do believe so. 

Q  And-- 

A There was law enforcement officers that were moving bike racks that | saw. 
So there was a -- 

Q Did you see people swarming towards police officers and trying to push 
them out of the way? 

A That did happen in multiple different areas, yes. And there was other areas 
where police officers moved out of the way and just allowed people to walk through. So 
| saw where both things were happening. 

Q  Assomeone who has had -- seems to have had good relations with police 
officers in Michigan, if there were 2 police officers and 1,000 people, what would you 
expect the police officers to do in that situation where you're saying they're moving out 
of the way? 

A | saw police officers walk people towards the Capitol. So, you know, again, 
whatever law enforcement was directed to do that day or whatever decision law 
enforcement officers made that day, you know, that's not my decision to make. 

Q___ Did you have any interactions with law enforcement that day? 

A | did not, no. Nothing personal as far as conversation or interactions. No 
altercations. 

Q Did you see them using force or flash-bangs or tear gas or mace against 
anybody? 


A As mentioned earlier, yes. 
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Q  Soyou actually saw that happening? 

A  ldid. 

Q Okay. And, again, while that's happening, why did you think the police 
were using those tools? 

A At that time, | don't know, because there was nothing happening for the day 
that was out of control. That was very early on, when | saw all those things happening, 
before anything started that caused any controversy. 

Q_ And inthe videos that we showed you earlier, where you refused to say 
whether it was you, you can see that people are pushing up against police officers in at 
least one of them. 

Would that have constituted something where police were justified in using the 
tools that you mentioned? 

A __ That's not a decision, | guess, for me to make, in regard to whatever the 
lawful use of police, whether it's force or certain type of response mechanisms. 

Q_ Are the police justified in defending themselves against unruly crowds? 

A Absolutely. 

Q___ Did that look like a situation where an unruly crowd was pushing up against 
a few police officers who were trying to stop them from going somewhere? 

A In certain situations there was that, yes. 

Q  OnJanuary 6th, right? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. 

A Other times too, I'm sure, right? But for that specific event, yes, we all 


have the right to defend ourselves, and that includes law enforcement.

Q Mr. Kelley, you said earlier that you were concerned that identifying yourself 
in those videos would cause harm to your reputation. Is that right? 

A I'msorry. Your video froze. 

Q Mr. Kelley, you said earlier that you were -- during our conversation, our 
back-and-forth on why you refused to identify yourself in those videos that we showed 
you, one of the things you mentioned was that you were concerned about harm to your 
reputation. Is that right? 

A That's a potential there, yeah. | mean, that's part of the Fifth Amendment, 
with, you know, looking at the harm it can do to reputation in regard to -- 

Q Well, I'll-- Mr. Kelley, I'll dispute that that's part of the Fifth Amendment, 
but, as you're not an attorney, we don't need to go back and forth on this. 

Are you proud that you went to the Capitol on January 6th? 


A | guess there's not a direct answer for that in regard to proud. | mean, am

Q Are you proud of your actions on January 6th? 

A lam okay with me exercising my First Amendment to stand up for what | 
believe is right. 

Q_It'sjusta"yes" or"no." Are you proud of your actions on January 6th? 

A Which actions specifically are you speaking of? 

Q Well, for example, if we showed you videos of you engaging in particular 
actions on January 6th, as we have, would you be proud to show people those videos? 


A You know, | think that rolls into the same answer from earlier with -- | mean, 
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speaking of any specific videos, you know, I'm not going to answer to any of those specific 
videos. 

And, you know, am | thankful for my opportunity to live in America and express, 
under my First Amendment rights, my grievances with the government in a lawful, legal 
manner? Yes.

Q Earlier, Mr. Kelley, you said you were encouraging people to go inside. Are 
you proud of that? 

A | wouldn't say | was encouraging people to go inside. That's not what | 
said. 

Q You said you were encouraging people to follow -- | guess you said you saw 
police letting people in, so you were encouraging people to go that way. Is that what 
you said? 

A | don't believe that "encourage" was the word that | used, versus had 
mentioned to some other people that police were allowing people to go inside. 

Q Let's just show exhibit 8 quickly. 

ia | can you doit? |seem to have lost my ability to share all of a 
sudden. 

Mr. Kelley, was that you in that picture? 

A | don't see a photo. 

Q Well, that's a problem. | can see it. 

A Oh, there it is, right there. It just popped up. 

Q Okay. This is a still shot from the same timeframe of the video that Mr. 

BE showed you. Is that you with the glasses and backwards hat? 


A Same answer as previously. Won't identify myself in any videos. 
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Q Okay. And instead of going down the same exercise we've done, we'll just 
note for the record that your answer is the same as when we asked you in other videos. 
Is that okay? 

A Approved. 

Q Okay. 

If somebody were, on January 6th, to encourage people to come into the Capitol 
with their hands and say, "Come on," would that have been an acceptable thing to do? 

A Is there any other potential outcomes, you know, whatever individual is 
looking to achieve? Maybe they wanted some people to yell louder, wave their flags. 

Q__I'masking you specifically about the hypothetical of encouraging people to 
go inside the Capitol. 

A Were they lawfully allowed to go inside the Capitol? 

Q__Ican tell you that, no, they were not lawfully allowed to go inside the Capitol 
that day. | can represent that to you. 

A If there was law enforcement officers that were allowing it to happen, 
wouldn't that -- what would that outcome be? 

Q If alaw enforcement officer allowed you to shoot someone in the head, 
would that be a lawful exercise? 

A Valid point. Okay. 

What was the law that did not allow individuals inside the Capitol that day? 
What law did the law enforcement officers break by allowing people to come inside? 

Q | don't know the exact specifics, but from what | understand, the Capitol was 
closed for COVID reasons and closed to the public for other reasons. So the public was 
not allowed in the Capitol on January 6th. 


A And there was laws that were passed that upheld that? 
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Q I'm just asking you a hypothetical. So, in this hypothetical, people are not 
allowed in the Capitol and someone else is encouraging them to go into the Capitol on 
January 6th. Is that okay? 

A That -- | mean, hypotheticals -- | mean, | think we should stick to fact. 

Q Okay. 

So were you aware -- did you know that Mr. Howland went into the Capitol? 

A | cannot speak for any of his actions that day. 

Q___ Did you find out later whether he went into the Capitol? 

| won't speak for his actions. 

Q_I'masking if you found out something, if you saw, if you heard about 

something that happened. I'm not asking you to tell me why or what he did. I'm 


asking what you -- 


A Sure. 
Q- -- know. 
A | didn't hear specifically from him. | did hear from some different 


individuals that they thought he did, but | never confirmed with him whether he did or 
not. It wasn't my business, and | didn't want to know. 

Q Do you know an Angela Rigas, R-i-g-a-s? 

A | do, yep. 

Q Was she -- 

A She's running for State rep. 

Q Was she in Washington, D.C., on January 6th? 

A | believe so, but | did not see her there. She said she was, but | can't speak 
for any of her actions or validity of whether or not she was there as well. 


Q Okay. 
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Do you know a Mark Petzold, P-e-t-z-o-l-d? 
A Ido. I've met him on the campaign trail. 


Q Okay. But you did not see him on January 6th?

Correct. 

Q Same question for a John Rocha, R-o-c-h-a? 

A Yes, accurate. | know him, didn't see him there, cannot confirm or deny 
any of his actions either. 

Q Same question for an Amee Archer, A-m-e-e, Archer? 

A | don't know who that is. 

Q Okay. How about Audra Johnson? 

A | know who that is, but, again, can't confirm anything that she did that day, 
had no communication with her either. 

Amee Archer. Who was the -- you said John Rocha? 

Q Okay. Did you have any communications with these people leading up to 
January 6th? 

A Not in regard to January 6th, no, but | don't believe | -- | didn't know Mark 
prior to that. | don't know Amee. | don't think | started talking with John until after he 
started running for State house. And then Angela -- | don't know. 

Q Okay. 

A There wasn't any communication there. 

Who was the other person? You said Mark? 

Q [think you got them all. 

So were you part of any Zello chats on January 6th? 


A No. 
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And after January 6th, in the time afterwards -- you know, we've shown you some 
videos -- looking back on it now, do you still think January 6th was mostly peaceful? 

A Yeah. Over 99 percent of the people that were there were there 
peacefully, absolutely. 

Q___ Did you think it was an energizing event? 

A | did say that previously before in the past, and so | will confirm that | said 
that. And, yeah, there was a lot of energy, there was a lot of love of America. Singing 
of the National Anthem, the Pledge of Allegiance -- you know, there was a lot of very 
patriotic, positive things that happened that day. 

Q Was what happened on January 6th positive, then? 

A A bunch of people coming to the Capitol exercising their First Amendment 
peacefully, hoping that the Congress would take a look at the election and do an audit so 
we can figure out the validity of how everything turned out in the States that 
99.9 percent of the people took part in? Yeah. Absolutely. 

Q But how the day turned out, was that a positive? 

A The day turned out a lot of different ways, | guess. Can you be specific 
on -- 

Q Sure. How the day turned out for yourself. You were on the Capitol 
Grounds, you heard that Ashli Babbitt got shot, and you left. 

A Correct. 

Q  Acouple of people died. A lot of people got hurt. People have been 
charged with a lot of crimes from January 6th. 

So, in your view, was the day still a net positive? 

A | guess in regard to Ashli being shot, that's a negative, absolutely. Other 


people getting injured, that's definitely a negative. You know, people doing dumb 
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things, that's a negative, yes. 

In regard to, you know, people exercising their First Amendment, that's a positive. 

So it depends on the lens that you're looking at it, and I'm not trying to paint the 
entire day in one broad stroke of a brush. 

Q___Is there ever a point at which exercising your First Amendment right can 
cross over the line into unacceptable behavior? 

A Of course. 

Q And what is that line? 

A When you, | guess, violate the liberties of someone else or you break some 
other lawful law that -- whether it damages, you know, life, liberty, or property of another 
individual. 

Q And would you say that the people who went into the Capitol crossed that 
line? 

A __ The people that went into the Capitol, I'm going to say, no, that they didn't 
cross that line. Ones that maybe did damage, yes, that is crossing the line. 

But, you know, as far as peacefully walking inside the Capitol, it's the people's 
house. And, to my knowledge, to the best of my knowledge and to the best of your 
knowledge -- | guess you didn't know -- there's no specific law, other than maybe a COVID 
restriction, which is not a law, of why people weren't allowed to be in there that day. 

You know, they could've peacefully been walking in there -- 

Vv ie Well, actually, Mr. Kelley, | can represent to you that several 
people, possibly dozens of people, have already been convicted on the basis of Federal 
laws related to unlawful entry of the Capitol Building. 

So it's not a hypothetical. And | just want to clarify from the previous 


conversation, it's not a hypothetical. It is illegal. It was illegal under those 
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circumstances, and people have already been convicted on that basis. 

So I'm not sure what the point is. 

The Witness. Were individuals that were walked into the Capitol by law 
enforcement officers convicted? 

Mr. There are more than 700 people who have been indicted. | 
don't know the specifics of every single one of them. | can represent to you that many 
people have been convicted on the basis of unlawful entry into the Capitol. 

Mr. ic] Including for charges of parading and obstructing justice and other 
charges just merely by their presence of being in the Capitol. Those are the people | 
believe you're talking about, people who walked in and, by all accounts, walked out. 
They have been charged and convicted of breaking several Federal laws. 

The Witness. Yeah, I'm not sure on every case in regard to what their actions 
were that led to that. 

By wR. 

Q Correct. But in the question of crossing the line from First Amendment 
activity into unacceptable activity, you mentioned breaking some other laws. So would 
people who went into the Capitol and were breaking laws that day have crossed the line 
from First Amendment activity? 

A Specific to the situation, there's a lot of people that did a lot of things, and 
I'm not going to be the judge on every one of those people. And, again, that's kind of a 
broad-brushstroke question. 

Q  Dovyou take the people who went into the Capitol to be patriots? 

A Some of them may have been. I'm not going to put a label on every one of 
those individuals. 


Q Are people patriotic who break the law?
